Council Sets 
Symposium 



' With the introduction of the Ser- 
ies of Lectures entitled- "Bellglon 
In Life", MrGill becomes the first 
University in Canada to institute 
an interfaith Program. While In- 
terfaith activities have been for 
many years foremost on most 
American Campi, Canada has fal- 
len behind in this respect. McGill, 
therefore, becomes the pioneer in 
this move to tolerance and under- 
standing among' the members of 
the different faiths ' on the Can- 
adian Campus. 

SYMPOSIUM 

The lectures talce the form of a 
Symposiumi each unit .distinet ln 
itself, and air combining to form a 
larger unity. Each lecture will be 
presented by a different organiza- 
tion and' each wjll deal with a dif- 
ferent phase of religion in life.' 

The Interfaith council, sponsors 
of the movement, feel that it is a 
series that no student can-afford to 
miss. The average student, Intent 
on furthering his education, often 
tends to neglect the religious side 
of his life entirely, forgetting that 
there is, no. phase of his life into 
which religion does not enter. The 
CouncI in planning their spealcers, 
have tried to cover cash aspect of 
religion wlilch, they feel, should be 
an integral part' of every citizen's 
outlook. 

ADDRESS TOPICS 
The topics covered by Ibc speak- 
ers will Include "neligion and the 
Individual", discussed by Dr. Her 
berl S. Mekeel. This will include 
the problem of agnosticism- and 
atheism, which must be faced by 
every person growing up in the 
age of science with its consequent 
secularization of society. Dr. Me 
keel has himself passed through 
many stages of ^ uncertainty' and 
feels that God can change nature 
An address by a man of his ex- 
perience and . knowledge should 
prove of interest to every student 
at'thc University. 

"Other speakers will cover' such 
topics as "Religion in the Univer 
sity", "Religion in World Affairs' 
and "Religion in the Community." 

All these meetings will be fol 
lowed by discussions and it is felt 
thai many interesting points will 
be raised by those allc'nding. The 
wide diversity of opinions should 
make the discussion period especl 
ally stimulating and provide : 
medium for "the interchange of

out batting their heads against 
stone walls, such as the Registrar's 
Office line-up, and claimed that 
they would be able to withstand all 
guerilla tactics the faculties might 
evolve.

In Swimming 

The McGill University School of 
Physical Education in now, teaching 
the swimming .' and ; .watèr^-tiifety 
course of the Canadian Red Cross 
Society as part of the curriculum 
which leads to the degrèe of 
Bachelor of Science In physical 
education, it was announced yester- 
day. 

The course Is being taken by 
first, second and third year stud 
enis of McGill and the number of 
students studying water security 
totals sixty. So far this water in- 
struction is limited, but it Is hoped 
that classes for -girls at McGlU 
will be organized. 

Dr. A. S, Lamb,' director of Mc- 
Glll's School of Physical Education, 
said that he felt that, this practical 
course offered by the Red Cross, 
which has been pralse'd throughout 
Canada, was a suitable adjunct to 
the studies of this coarse. It 
teaches instructors how to teach 
other people how to guard against 
acidents .in an out of water and 
what to do if an accident occurs. 

It treats such subjects as person 
al safety; handling 'watercraft;. be- 
haviour in weeds and currents; 
fool-proof aid to distressed swim 
mers; improvised life-buoys; 
cramps; strongest strokes;' towing 
techniques, etc.

Gazette Runs 
Comment On 
Labor Dispute 

Commenting on the_^^"labor 
wrangle" at McGill, ihe'^Montreal 
Gazette published an article yes- 
terday signed by Arthur Blakely 
on the controversy which has aris- 
en out of the hiring of the Wcsler- 
nalres non-union orchestra) by 
'the McGill \ Liberal Club for their 
Politicians* Ball which takes place 
tonight 

Stating that the McGill Liberal 
Club "has always taken a keen 
academic interest in Prime Min- 
ister King's transactions with or 
ganized labor", the article remark- 
ed that "the club's interest in lab- 
or matters is no longer academic," 

The article summarized the brisk 
exchanges that occurred in the 
Letter Foi-um of The Dpiiy be- 
tween the Liberal and CC.F. Clubs, 
observing that the latter, in disav- 
owing any connection with or ap- 
proval of the Politicians* Ball, "pre- 
sumably have been studying Mr. 
Coldwell as faithfully as the i Mc- 
Gill Liberals had been following 
Mr. King." The Gazette termed the 
whole affair as "one of the most 
heated controversies that ever stir- 
red the university's campus" aris- 
ing out of the McGill Liberals' 
"colliding head on with James 
■Little Caesar* Petrlllo of the 
American Federation of Musicians 
via the Musicians' Guild of Mont- 
real." 

The Gazette was told by the 
Musicians' Guild' that "It's a moun- 
tain arising out of an ant hill. We 
really don't care who plays at the 
affair. We have no intention of 
trying to tell McGIII whom they 
should hire to play for them— a 
closed shop in other words; : How- 
ever, we retain the right to refuse 
to play at any function at the 
University shSuld union musicians 
so decide. We haven't decided as 
yet. Actually we would be glad 
to unionize all of the non-union 
musicians at McGill and end the 
whole problem; We are trying to 
reach some amicable arrangement; 
we believe that we will."

Provide Music 
For Politicians

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Boiling Point 

The events of Ihu past few days have givcn- 
us il clear inilifalioii of an attitude on the part 
of students which docs not augur well for the 
University or for the country which \vc arc e.\- 
jicctctl to lend. Wo refer, of course, to the Veter- 
ans Society meeting and to the situation con- 
cerning the Musicians' Guild. 

The furore which was made of a perfectly un- 
derstandable and conservatively-worded request 
on the part of the Guild has shown that any topic 
which may have the least political implication 
will be pounced on to allow all sides to air views 
both pertinent and not in order to malcc political 
cai)ital. ,Thc rigtit for labour to band together 
is^'rccoghizcd in all democratic countries— and 
the union must be allowed the privilege of secur- 
ing ma.xinmm welfare for its members. The Musi- 
cians Guild sought a clarification of the use of 
musicians at campus socials; they did not cm- 
ploy the threat of boycott, although that is with- 
in their power, and mentioned no particular band. 

Yet, immediately a great hue and ery went up 
accusing the Union of closed shop tactics and of 
dictating to the students. The results of the meet- 
ing between a committee of the Students' Coun- 
cil and the Guild executive have already been 
published and the Council's answer lias been 
given. The situation, which at one time was close 
to eruption, has been properly handled by both 
sides. Stqdcnts as a whole will be well advised 
to accept tho Council's decision in what was 
originally and what should have been a simple 
situation. 

The case of the Veterans' Society meeting is 
not quite so simple. The key to the problem of 
packing meetings and of the installation, of a 
slate, which arc among, the accusations now 
heard, lies with the apathy which grips tho main 
mass of students on the campus, both veteran 
and non-veteran. 

There can be no condoning the presence of 
pressure groups in any campus function, espec- 
ially elections where the results are measured 
by the general Jiublic in terms of tlic will of the 
majority. There has been no indication that the 
recently-elected executive of tho Veterans' Soc- 
iety does not represent the opinion of the major- 
ity of veterans on this campus. The results indi- 
cated that the people elected had the strong sup- 
port of those members of the Society who had 
enough interest to be there at that most impor- 
tant meeting. 

However, the appalling state of disorder which 
was apparent at the meeting sets us face to face 
with a serious problem— are we to recognize 
democracy and plan and rim our elections and 
other functions accordingly, or are wo to reject 
and refuse the rights of other people to speak 
freely? The catcalls and general behaviour on 
both sides of the floor at that meeting were dis- 
graceful and a repudiation of decent conduct and 
of minority rights. .'\rc we to presume that the 
assurance of these riclit.*, of which at one time 
wc were so nroud, will be swept by the way/and 
forcotten? Let us pray no, for if thcv are." there 
will 1)0 but little left. Wc must work, if that is 
to be avoided, fownrd.s a better midrrslanding 
brtwccn mqn of varlou.= view.";, for only in that 
way can we lead this country and the world in 
fee best jvajr fpr alj.— A.^ . , ' ^' -« - -VN-iv-.w

MAN IN A SERIOUS MOOD. 

The time has come, fellow stoogents, to be seri- 
ous. I am not going to tell you of the Philharmonic 
playing Bizet's only Symphony on Sundny nor of 
the Concerts Symphonlquca playing Encsco's first 
Symphony, under hLs direction on Tuesday . . , nor 
will I feature the fact that Cary Grant and Ann Todd 
arc playing "Suspicion" on Monday night ... no, 
the time has come to be serious, and to pass from 
the particular to the general. 

Any one who listens to the radio five to ten hours 
a day, as your columnist ddcsi cannot help noticing 
the tremendous undercurrent of scriousneis that 
shades the program listings of the various networlcs, 
that beats against and surrounds the Islands of com- 
edy programs that dot the lime' landscape. As In 
the days of Stalingrad, any attempts at comedy teem 
half-hearted and slightly anaemic against tho back- 
ground of current affairs, with its momentous issues 
and storvlng millions; something strange i. has s hap- 
pened to- modem radio and the whole world '^cène 
that demands attention, bccauEC of Its symbolic 
meaning. So, with the spirit of the times, I shall bo 
serious. ... 

.Carl Becker in his rectuit history of the world 
(IMS) has described this age along with other writ- 
ers, as the age of power. It is that . . . and more. 
It is also the age of the self-consciousness of power 
. . . and ihlis Is tremendously Important. The nations, 
as units, have' become 'aware of their power; the 
trade-unionisLs, the intellectuals— all have become 
aware of the tremendous power they wield— and so 
has radio, as an industry. This explains why the 
CBC is bringing programs explaining radio to the 
people, its nature, its functions, its purposes, its 
workings- in discussions and brilliant series like 
Radio, 1946 and BOX SEATS . . . it wants people 
to take Radio seriously, because Radio has a lot of 
serious things to say . . . such as clearing ideas on 
world affairs and paving the way for tolerance and 
understanding— the great essentials for peaceful In- 
ternationalism. 

It explains why the NBC features such moment- 
ous talks as tho U.S. policy In Germany by Byrnes, 
why the University of Chicago discusses the Paris 
Peace Conference, why essays like Edwin Pauley's 
Reparations and Lasting Peace and Future Indica- 
tive by Louis Hazam arc made focal centres of lis- 
tening interest. . . . The radio world, like the rest 
of the citizens, arc terrified that unless the people 
can be made to understand NOW what is at stake 
. . . they will never again have the chance . . . AND 
THEY ARB RIGHTI . . ., 

CBS feels this emergency so keenly that It has 
over 130 regular programs each week, outside of 
special talks and newscasts of educational and cul- 
tural Interest. . . . Sunday series like the great "In- 
vitation to Learning" at noon, with men discussing 
"Man and His Government" through the world clas- 
sics of Aristotle, Plato, St. 'Augustine, Marcus Aurel- 
ius, Cicero, More, Machlavelll, Luther, Dante, 
Hobbes, Marx, Mill, Locke, and others. . . . The Peo- 
ple's Platform at 1:00 ... A Time for Reason at 
1:30 . . . Report from the UN at 11:15 ... and so on 
through the week. . . . 

The sum Is this ... in the words of the title of 
the two volume release by NBC of Roosevelt's 
speeches on record ... a work for posterity . . i wc 
have ... "a rendezvous with destiny" . . . 

We have responsibility to ourselves , and : those 
who comcaftetiis, to sec that we are truly cducat» 
ed: truly citizens of the world ... to sec that we 
don't stand In the way of peace, by clinging to rot- 
ten prejudices and hoary hates. 

In all seriousness, I say listen to the radio. I'm 
not asking you or begging you; I'm telling you for 
everyone's sake to keep your minds open. McGiU 
docs it through its Philosophy courses and the Inter- 
faith program planned for next week. You do It by 
Bciecting the best and clinging to If with all that's 
in you— that's all. . . . 

P.S.— In compensation for all this, I should tell 
you about Harry MacNaughton . . . who takes his 
girlfriend to horror movies because they love each 
shudder ... but I won't. . .

CRAFT CLASSES 
The Craft Classes are starting again. 
Before these classes began two years ago there 
was little opportunity to study this work in Mont- 
real except from private teachers. , Although many 
types of handicraft were taught at Macdonald Col- 
lege, there was nothing at McGill. 

The first groupî' under the sponsorship of the 
Art Committee, a port of both the Men's and "Wom- 
en's Unions, organized evening classes in weaving 
and leather work. The next year plastics were add- 
ed. These classes are open to all students as well as 
members of the staff and their families. 

Instructors come from Macdonald and In spite of 
limited space, shortage of supplies and lack of the 
larger types of equipment, a wide variety of sub- 
jects arc taught. Weaving on both the Inca and 
cradle looms, as well as leather toqllng, glove mak- 
ing, arc given. 

With the addition of plastics another wide field 
was opened.' Many kinds of costume Jewelry, pic- 
ture frames, cigarette boxes; and lamp '.'s'lands can 
be made and the plastics are availatile in' a variety 
ranging from a clear crystal to opalescent shades 
that resemble marble. , 

The leath and weaving provide an excellent op- 
portunity to do your Christmas shopping early as 
desk fittings and luncheon sets make beautiful gifts. 

Space is again limited this year and all the class- 
es may have to be held the same night, this however 
will be arranged at the meeting . to be held next 
week^toj^gi^teejjUie group and arrange detaib.

Handel Concertos 
Presented Tonight 

Nos. 1, 2 and 3 of Handel's Twelve 
Grand Concertos arc scheduled for 
performance tonight, Friday, 
November 1, at the opening concert 
of the series of eight evenings of 
chamber music being presented by 
the Montreal Festivals at the 
Hermitage on Cote des /Telges 
Road. 

This will be the first "installment 
of what has been called one of the 
most important series of chamber 
music concerts ever given in Mont- 
real. 

All twelve of the Handel con- 
certos arc being presented in four 
alternate programs. The McGill 
String iQuartet assisted by ah en- 
semble of specially chosen music- 
ians will interpret them under' the 
artistic direction of Alexander 
Brolt. 

To each of the Handel concerts, 
furnishing a peroration, and a con- 
trast at one andf the same time, 
will' be appended one of the four 
Orchestral Suites by Johann Seb- 
astian Bach. It is felt that this 
juxtaposition/of scores of the two 
great masters of the baroque will 
furnish a fascinating contrast for 
both music-lovers and trained 
musicians. ' \ 

Thp Handel concertos, the most 
important contribution to purely 
instrumental music, made by the 
composer of the Messiah, will be 
given as nearly as possibllc in the 
form in which they were per- 
given as nearly as possible in the 
ceived their premieres in London 
in 1741. The Bach suites are dated 
some 15 years or so earlier. The 
Handel works are scored for 
strings with keyboard base, the 
Bach suites for various string and 
wind combinatioiis. . 

The four alternate concerts will 
feature classical, romantic and 
modem chamber music with a pro- 
minent soloist at each of them. Tho 
season is to end with a memorial 
concert to celebrate the SOth an- 
niversary of the death of Johannes 
Brahms. > 

Hckets for the eight concerts arc 
$12.00 for adults and $3.60 for stud- 
ents, and $1.75 ' and 00 cents for 
single admission. They can be 
bought at Room 14, Windsor Hotel, 
or at the door the night of the 
concert.

And yet start- 
ing in the second movement, and 
rising to crescendo in the third, 
one could distinguish Hungarian 
traits— like an essence of the Hun- 
garian music.
